The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 100, in line 5 after "for selectively positioning said vehicles" inserted - , 
said geodetic positioning system comprising a computer for remotely 
controlling said vehicles-. 

In claim 101, in line 2 after "a plurality of inserted -unmanned-. 

In claim 101, in line 6 after "a computer that" inserted -remotely-. 

In claim 101 , in line 1 1 after "that said vehicles are" inserted -remotely-. 

In claim 103, in line 2 after "each said vehicle a" deleted "batter" and replaced 
with -battery-. 

In claim 104, in line 2 after "element that includes at" deleted "lest one section 

and a" and replaced with -least one section and an unmanned-. 
In claim 104, in line 4 after "section of said demarcation element" inserted - , 
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said geodetic positioning system comprising a computer for remotely 
controlling said vehicle--. 

In claim 104, in line 6 after "direction and said section" inserted - ; wherein said 
section is adjustable in length, the apparatus further comprising winding 
means fitted to said vehicle for winding and unwinding said adjustable 
section, and a reference point which is connected to another end of said 
section, a further winding means being disposed at said reference point--. 

Canceled claims 107-109. 

In claim 1 10, in line 1 after "in accordance with Claim" deleted "109" and replaced 
with --104-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 100, Schulte (DE 42 15 714) discloses the claimed apparatus with 
the exception of comprising a vehicle including a geodetic positioning system for 
selectively positioning the vehicles, the geodetic positing system comprising a computer 
for remotely controlling the vehicles. 

As to claim 101 , Schulte discloses the claimed system with the exception of 
comprising a computer that remotely controls each of the vehicles, and each of the 
vehicles having location determining means via a geodetic positioning system which 
cooperates with the computer for determining the position of each of the vehicles 
relative to the field, the computer being programmed so that the vehicles are remotely 
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controlled by the computer to move to predetermined locations at predetermined point 
of time according to a predetermined pattern. 

As to claim 104, Schulte discloses the claimed apparatus with the exception of 
comprising a vehicle including a geodetic positioning system for selectively positioning 
the end of the section of the demarcation element, the geodetic positing system 
comprising a computer for remotely controlling the vehicle. 

It would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify a system as disclosed by Schulte to have the above 
mentioned elements as the prior art neither teaches nor suggests such modifications.
